Buppose Congress shonld sdopt his view, aud
agree to examine the credentinls of Loulsinna
as a specimen State, Ehe 18 doably fortanats in
having sent notl only Senators and Representa®

tives to Washington, but also & Delegate, claim-
ing to represent the Territory of Loulslana, The
Invter, the Hon. H. C, Wurioth, has colleoted,
in a pamphlet of grest ability, the lowding facts
and arguments on the general question,

It appenrs there are two Constitutions of Loul-
Alapa in existence. Ope I8 the smended Con-
stitution o 1801, which requires the otticers of
the State Government to swear allegiance to Lhe
Confederante States, Piobably that instrument
will be admitted to be & somewhat imperioot
bacis tor the Congressional representation of the
Siate. The other s the Constitution iramed by
a convention called under & military order,
known as General Oraer No. 85, dated st the
headquarters of General Banks, March 11, 1864,
In this order, no respect was paid Lo any previ-
ous organic law. It was based on the supre-
macy of military law, was carried by military
foroe, temporarily sustaitned by the snme means,
and ever since, down to this day, has been
upheld, overridden, or disregarded at the discre-
tion of the military authoriues, It was ratifled
by 6536 votes to 1666 agalust it; the wholo being
cust in twenty parishes, while in twenty-eight
parishes no elections were held. In 1860 the
vote in the-e Lwoaty parishes waas 268,6i4; the
whole vote of the State, 50,510, So much for
the “popular” character ot the Constitution on
wiich the existing State Governwent s op
ganized,

There arc three parties In Louisiana. The
“Democranic” perty, which at tne last eleotion
cueL 33,000 voles, denounces in its platform the
Government under which it voted us the “crea-
tion of fraud, violence, and corruption,” The
Republican party, casting 19,000 voles, white
and black, ignores the Constitution wholly, de-
claring “l‘l‘-nr has beon no State Government
here save that which the Governor, temperad
by the military suthorities, saw it to give us.”
There 18 a third party, calling itself Conserya
tive, and which naturully omits to huve any
opinions in its platform; but its leadars, one of
whom was & clmmant for a seat in the Jast Con-
gress, are sending letters to Washington urging
Congress to protect them from the very Govern-
meunt in virtue ol whose titie they bafore assertod
the right ol the State to representation,

I we turn from an inquiry inte the origin of
this Government to an inquiry into its charac-
ter, we find that it is to-day nothing but u ma-
chine for restoring 1o political power the Rebels
who, in 1861, ngainat tll,m known majority of the
Ecuplt-. engineered the State out of vhe Union,

he Lemslature which has jost adjourned was
composed almost exclusively of parsons lately
in jusurrcetion aguinsy the Government., The
couris charge the grand juries that it is treason
to advocate #qual suffrage. The Executive is a
renceade radical, who has abandoned the party
which originally eleoied him Licutenant-Govy-
ernor, gone cleun over to the Rebels, proclaims
ihe dxsnrgumzutinn of “the Abolition party
#pite of ity appareni sucocess in the war," an
predicts its death s & result of an atiempt to
enlorce taxstion for the msiotennace of
the publiz credit. He has organized militia
to  protect Hebels and  harass  lovalisis,
*Genernl John Scott, of the lale insurzent
lorees, 18 Genernl John Scolt of the Loulsinns
militia; Colonel Louis Bush, of the O, S, A.
1orces, Is now Colonel Louis Bush of the Louisl-
aun militin. Soit ia over the whole Etate of
Louisiana, Rebel soldiers, otlicered by Rebel
oflicers, with Federal arms, are to by the mili-
tury questiouers of the rights, libert.es, and
properiy of Union men.  These are to have no
voice at the ballot-box which will be heard, and
they have no arms given them to protect thom-
selves agninst outrage and oporession,” The
Legislature backs up the Governor with a
law prohibiting “'any person or persons to
carry firenrms on the préemises or plantations
of any citizen, without the consent of the
owner or proprietor, other than in lawful dis-
charge of a ecivil or milltary order,”—under
penuity of fine and tmprisonment, In pursuit
01 ihe same policy, the schools lor the reedmen
Luve been discontinued all ovor the State, while
the freedmen are heavily tuxed to support
#chools trom which they are excluded, Cases
ol mdictment by tue grand jury, mock trinl be-
fore a Rebel court, and imprisonment for the
ollense of loyalty, are perfectly wetl authenti-
cated, That sort of law is mercifully ressrved
for the wlutes.  For the blacks we find & code of
luws estublishing asysiem ot serfdom, forbidding
the Iree passage ol blacks from one plantation
o another, and under thetorm of appreaticeship
aud vagraot laws, re-enmoting slavery in faet.
The details of these statutes we have berotofors
explained, and need pol repost.

Such is & faint and 1mperfect picture of one
Blate that by the wouth ol the President pre-
gsenis itsell a8 a member of the Union, and de-
mands immediate admission to Congress. Its
clain has wo single elowmont of legallty or of
loyalty. The Covernment of the Suwe s re
pubheun neither 1o form nor 1o substance. The
commonest rights not merely of the freedmen,
but of the wuite Umonists of” the Blate, are con-
temptoously denled, There may, of may not
be, npy other Btate which presents an nny re-
spect & betler record, or better evidence of
loyulty to-duy, But whal we say iy, that Jms 19
ons of the eleven States the ymmediate admis-
sion of all of which s urged by the President ns
not merely advisable but mmperative; and the
merits of his advice must be judged oy its effoct
in this one instance. It it be deried that the
tesl is o fnir one, we revert immodintoly to the
theory of Congress, thut the claims ol ench Blate
shall be considered scparately; and cseh ad-
wived or rejeoted on its merits, Which alter-

The Great Issue and the Great Danger Be«
fore the Country.

“Revolution!" said Henry Clay on an import-
ant oceasion before Congress, “‘we are in the
midst of a revolution,” The remark was not In.
applicable In Lis day; but it 48 & thousand times
more applicable 1o our present political situs-
tion., We had on Toesduy, for ingtauce, 4 resolii-
tion frem the Committee on Reconstruction, de.
tining the position of Congress in relerence to
the admission of the members from Tennessee,
la order to show how far the exclusive policy
thus devoloped 18 fu cortlict with the President’s
restoration polioy, we reproduce this morning,
in tull, bis admirable offhand speech of the 22d
of February to a visiting body of the eitizons of
Washivgion.

*
On the same evening, in support of the Presi-

dent, we huad here in New York anambs-pamby,
milk-and-water spgech trom Mr. Secrelary Sew-
ard, nccording to which everything was as it
should be, amd President and Cougress would |
work aflectionately together, But what is the |
truth? Let the intelligent reader look over this
frank, carvest, and patriotie address of Presi
dent Johnson, and then to the subsequent pro-
ceedlngs of Congress, and Mr. Seward's speech
will mppesr as & mockery and a dalusion.
'o repeat an expression to which he owes his
fume a8 the great leader of the Northern auti-
slavery crusaders, there is an “wrvepressible con-
fitot” between Cougress and the Adwministration,
in regard to which we bave no promise or pros-
pect of & compromise, ‘The lssue aud the danger
thus broadly presented to tae country, we thiuk
wo onunot toe oiten or too earpestly sulunt as
demanding rhe instant and serous sttentlon of
the American people,

What is this rupiure bet ween Congress and
the Excentive? The Presidens conends tuat in
ihe regrganization of theBouthern Swates on a
busis which includes the ratitication of tho great
constitutionsl amendment abolishing sluvery,
the repudistion ol secession aud the Bobel Stare
debts, the recognilion of the sovereigniy ol the
United States, and the proteciion of the freed-
men in their elvil riouts, the Siales conesrned
are entitled to readonssion 1nto Congress, so far
as they can present representatives of approved
sud uodoubted loyalty, He pleads for their
restoration; he protests against the obstructions
placed in the way by “a central directory;" he
compliding that the course of this diréctory,
heuded by Thaddous Stevens, 1s disorgaalzing
und revolutlouary; and he deplores the teo-
dencles ol Congress to constitution tinzering
ns dangeroas to the Government in its preseat
form, und preparing the way for a despolic
Bystlam,

This 18 the President’s position, and hisindict-
mwent sgalnst the Kicoustruction Commitiee and
the radicsl mujority of each House ot Congress,
And what 18 their response? That not ous Re-
presentative from the Iawoly rebelllous States
sliall be admitted into either House short ot »
law ol Comgress declaring ench o1 suid Suatss In
its turn satisinctorily reconstructed and (}uall
fled tor admission. And what are the gualilles.
tlons demanded? On Monday lust there was n
report from the Reconstruction Comnlttee to
the House, proposing 10 admit the Teonessee
members “on an equal looting with the other
Blates, on the express condlition that the people
of Tennesses” maintain their present local luws
excluding all Rebels from the electave franchise
for five yeurs, and from elgibilicy to office as
long, aud that the Btate shall amee never in
uny shape to recognize any of the debis of the
Rebellion, nor clalm or atlow ANy eompensation
for enmnol[mte«l slaves; aod that these condi-
tions be ratifled by the Siate beiore the notof
her admiscion sbhall lake effect. This was the
report of the Committee; but It was relerred
buck to them with the ohiﬂulmn lrom soveral of

the mambers thut thie plan *does not alford sufl-
clent guarantees of lidelity to she Uejon and of
Froteciion to the freedmeon,”

With the return of the report to the Hounss we
shall doubtless have these omissions provided
for; but we have enough to establish the spirit -
and puirpose of this Congress.  In the indignaat
retusal of the House to receive an offioial com-
mumeston from Governor Worth, of North
Carolina, wa huye the dec jon 10 edoct that

all the work of Bouthern recobistruction dooe by
the Presidant iuu for mothing; ihat Coneress
rejects it, and Will wpply its own conditions of
esloration, prospool, taercfore jof the

of the fathiers of the Uplon to s centrali aos-
potism. There wmre alrendy constitutional
smendments onough before the two Houses, i1
sdopted, to revive the reien of the Long Parlia-
ment and another Oromwell to tirn it out of
doore. The President takes bis stand sgainst
these dangerous innovations, even to the extent
of rejecting ull powers of patronage grester than
those which he belioves the Constivution will war-
rant,  He believes that with the smendment
securing the sbolition of slavery throughout
the country sgainst all contingencies, the Con-
stitmtion wi1ll answer our ipmwnt purposes.
Down to the late Rebellion it bad caerrled us
tuough seventy years of progress and prosper-
ity, and wnapproasched In the growth of Any
other nation, It had earried oy throuzh domes-
tic trinle and foreign wars in epite of the inou-
bua of Afrioan slavery; and with that ineubus
removed, surely tho two seotions may liva and
prosper in harmony under the Constitution as
i is, till sufliciently harmonized for |ts revision
with sll the States in gouncil,

This is the way of union sad safety: but it s
not the way of our present fanatleal Radicals of
Comgresa, Thelr way is that of the provincial
dircipline of the Roman empire, and the mainte-
nance of their power in the Government,
though it may change the Government itsolf trom
the servant to the master of the people —from a
republic to an oligarchy established in Congress,
This is the daneer against which President John-
son stamde forih the champion of the people,
aud the people, in vindication of their sovereign
rights, must stand by the President. The issue
und the danger belore them will admit of no
other course.

The British Notth American Confederafion.
From the World,

The project of uniting all the Dritish North

| American provinces in one grand confederation,

which was agitated last year, and fell through
by the opposition of the lower provinces, is re-
vived with the prospect of early success, Ata
bangaet which teok place, n day or two sincs,
in Cornwell, Upper Caznda, where the principal
Cauvadlan Ministers were present acd made
speeches, Lhis subject was put forward, in a tone
of confident prediction, as if no dpubt WAS en-
terinined o) an immediate favorable result. The
influence a: the Imperisl Governmont has been
brought to benr on the lpwer provinees, and It

is expected that the uuion will be consummated
ut an early day.

Oue of the most poweriul causes of the new
impetus given to this project, is the failure to
procure the renewal or extension ot the Reci-
procity treaty. The geographical positionof the
upper provinces, which stretch slong  behind o

| Lelt of gour Btiates mrerposed botween tuem and

thé ocean, rerders intercourse with ' us, and
tramsit lor their products through our territory,
o commercial necessity, Il they cannot obtain
it by treaty, there is u strong temptation to ac-
quire its advantages by annexsation, The con-
federation is one ol the means of countervalling
this tendency. It consummated, it will foster
national spirit and the pride of independence:
for nobody supposes that so populous and ex-
tensive a country, united under one Govern-
ment, can long remasin 4 dependency of a fureign
crown. Great Britain tLinks the United States
are already too large and powerful for the gene-
ral balsnce of power., Bhe would, under anv
circumstances, object to our fMurther growth by
unuexation. She has much stronger oblections
to our en!argement at her expense,

She hus no expectation of helding Cnnada per-
manently; she regards 10 as cetaia that her
North American colouies will be wltims ely an-
nexed to the Uulled States, or uitimately Inde-
pendent.  Bhe cun concede their independence
without loss of presnge; and by that means
establish an allied vation as g partinl counter-
poise to the United Siates. This, st present, |s
the leadiug object of her American polloy. She
is domg all in her power to favor a spirit of
gelf-fm porlance, gnd 1o promote the desive of
independence in her Narth Ameriean posses.
sions. She encourages them to exercise some of
the highest functions of sovereign nations, Her
winisters and agents are allowed to go to Wasn-
umgton aod negotiste directly lor reciproeity,
without nny sppearanee of responsibility except’
to the eolonial Government. In all matters of
dowestic legislation she leaves them perfectly
iree. By the projected union their thoughts wiil
be strongly turned towards independence: sand
she cun easily direch their natlonal aspirstions
towards a throne, to be filled by one of toe sons
of Vietoria.

It there are germs of an annexation purty in
the upper provinces, there are none in the lower.
But I Cuunda should be annexed, the feeble
lower provinees could not expect lone te escape
absorption by 8o powerlul a neighbor. When
the United States should come to own the terri-
tory on both eides the St. Lawrence, thoy would
naterally covet the provimces that guard the
enlrance o its mouth, and lie on the guif into
which it empties, In view of the danger ol
ultimute annexation, resulting from the loss of
the Reciprocity ireaty, s sucoessful appeal can
be msade to the loyalty and British fesling of the
lowsr provinces infavor of the confederation;
and we shall probably wilness, this spring, the
copletion of sn arrangement franght with im.
portunt consequences in the future hisiory of
this continent,
